2. Claims 1-2 and 4-7 are allowed. 



3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not show or suggest a track pin having first, second, and third ring mounted 
thereon; wherein each ring has an outer diameter, such that the first diameter is smaller 
than the second diameter which is smaller than the third diameter. For example, the 
Reinsma references are both silent regarding the relationship between the outer 
diameters of the rings mounted on the pin.
